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Reporters’ Eyewitness stories Reveal How Tojo Bungled Attempt To Commit Suicide 


An instant later, at 4:21 p m., we heard a shot. 

Kraus strode up the front steps and tried the double doors, 
They were locked. He torced them and rushed into the entrance 
hall. We followed on his heels. 

The doof to Tojo’s study was locked. Kraus called on Tojo to 
unlock the door. There was no answer. Kraus kicked itin. We 
entered a small, comfortable room, dominated by a large military 
oil painting. Tojo was slumped in the chair, a running red smear 
bubbling from his midriff. Unconscious, he groaned heavily with 
every breath. 

Kraus sent his jeep driver into Tokyo for medical aid. Pho- 
tographers roamed the house. In the next room a young man sat 
silently on crossed legs on a mat, head bowed. He was one of 
Tojo’s sons. 

Beads of sweat appeared on Tojo’s brown, bald head. At 4:44 
he suddenly regained consciousness and waved his arms weakly, 
summoning those in the room to hear what he believed was his dy- 
ing statement. After he had spoken, he relapsed into unconscious- 
ness. 

Medica] corpsmen arrived. Tojo’s son appeared from the next 
room with a glass of water. 

“He cannot be moved until a doctor comes. We are trying to 
save him,” one of the corpsmen told the son. 

A continuous red froth was bubbling from the wound. Taka- 
matsu remarked that Tojo had shot himself in the exact spot where 
he would have buried the sword had he chosen traditional hara- 
kiri. 
On a table beside Tojo’s chair was a short sword in a wooden 
scabbard. A case containing two swords was nearby. A fourth 
sword lay on another chair. On the table also was a bound copy 
of Emperor Hirohito’s rescript proclaiming the end of the war,

Bartholomew and Takamatsu arrived at his suburban home in 
the Setagaya district in the western part of Greater Tokyo at 
4:10 p. m. 

Surrounded by cornfields, the house was at the end of a lane. 
It and about an acre of grounds were enclosed by hedges. Tojo 
was living there alone except for one old servant and a policeman 
who acted as guard. Several weeks ago he had sent his wife to 
friends in Fukuoka prefecture of Kyushu. 

Takamatsu said his friends had advised him four times that his 
only honorable course was hara-kiri. He made elaborate prepara- 
tions. Why he delayed was a great mystery to the Japanese, Taka- 
matsu said, 

The guard told us Tojo was not at home. We decided to wait. 
Maj. Paul Kraus, of the Army’s counter-intelligence corps, arrived 
presently with orders for his arrest. Tojo returned almost ;simul- 
taneously and hastily entered the house. A moment later he ap- 
peared at a window of his study. 

The window had three parallel double panels. He had slid 
aside the top center panel. He asked what was wanted. His gold 
teeth showed in the smile of his lean brown face. 

“Open the door so | can come in and present my credentials,” 
Kraus said. 

Tojo disappeared from the window. We all assumed he was 
going to open the door. But soon he was again at the window, 
and said: “Unless this is an official order, I do not care iscuss 
anything.” 

Kraus turned to his interpreter. 

“Tell him to quit this damn fooling around and let’s get going,” 
he said, “Tell him to open the front door so I can present my cre- 
dentials. Tell him to prepare himself for a trip to Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s headquarters in Yokohama.”

TOKYO, Sept. 11.—(UP)—Gen. Tojo, instigator of the Pearl 
Harbor attacks and of the Pacific war, shot himself in the stom- 
ach at 4:21 p. m. Tokyo time today when told he was being ar- 
rested as a war criminal. 

“IT assume responsibility for the war,” he said. “I now realize 
it was bad for the people. I am now happy to die. Banzai!” 

Six hours later he arrived at the U. S. Army’s 98th Evacuation 
hospital in Yokohama, stil) alive after a number of transfusions of 
American blood. American doctors said he might recover. 

The fallen war lord apparently acted on the spur of the moment. 

He was locked alone in the study of his home in the suburbs of 

Tokyo, 12 miles from the city proper, when he pressed the muzzle 
of a .32-cafiber pistol to his abdomen and pulled the trigger. Cor- 
respondent Bartholomew was at his side when he became conscious 
23 minutes later. 

“Il wanted to die by the sword, but the pistol had to do,” he 
whispered. He used his next labored breath to take responsibility 
for the war and to say “banzai.” 

He spoke in Japanese. T. Takamatsu, of the Tokyo newspaper 
Mainichi, with whom Bartholomew had gone to Tojo’s home for an 
interview, translated word by word. 

The bullet ripped through the left part of the stomach below 
the heart and came out through his back. It made a gaping six- 
inch wound from which blood bubbled.

A-Bomb Blasts Half-Mile Crater 
Of Red-Gray Soil to Jade-Hued Glass

ALAMOGORDA, New Mexico, 
Sept. 11—The fantastic facts about 
the atomic bomb crater, a saucer- 
shaped depression, 25 feet deep 
and a half-mile across, where the 
top quarter-inch of New Mexico's 
red-gray soil boiled and bubbled 
and then cooled into a carpet of 
jade and turquoise-colored glass, 
were released today. 

A party of 31 writers and pho- 
tographers, a dozen Army officers 
and five scientists spent half an 
hour in the crater Sunday after- 
noon in the first public inspection. 
The group was led by Maj. Gen. 
Leslie R. Groves, head of the 
atomic bomb project. 

The tour’s purpose was dual. 
One, to tell the almost incredible 
story. Two, to show first hand 
that the facts do not bear out Jap- 
anese propaganda that apparently 
tried to lay the foundation for 
claims that Americans won the 
war by unfair means. 

This New Mexico bomb was big, 
its effects comparable to those 
bombs dropped on Japan. What 
happened here was used purpose- 
ly to avoid the chances that the 
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¢actual bombings would inflict bi-?cret. 
|zarre and non-military sufferings. 


The great jade saucer lies in the 
center of a square of tall mountain 
ranges. It is smooth except at the 
center where there is a small, shal- 
low bowl-shaped depression of 
red-gray earth where the boiling 
soil was blown completely away. 

The center bowl is 300 feet 
across. Out beyond the rim of 
the great jade saucer is a ring 
where the earth was wiped bare 
of vegetation. This mile-wide ring 
was the complete annihilation cen- 
ter. 

Beyond that signal wires five 
feet above the ground vaporized, 
their stubby poles were knocked 


-|down and the low desert bushes 


still lean outward as if the great 
atomic wind were blowing them. 

Snakes were killed. Ground 
squirrels and other small animals 
died. A bat was found miles 
away, hanging apparently § un- 
harmed, but so shocked that it did 
not attempt to get away from men.

The British official report 
stated that it was millons of de- 
grees at the center of the explo- 
sion. 

This great crater is different 
than anything ever before observ- 
ed. It was not made by gouging 
out and blowing away earth, ex- 
cept right at the base where a few 
score barrels of dirt were blasted 
out. This depression was made 
simply by pressure which pushed 
the solid earth straight down. The 
pressure is also a secret, except 
British official estimate 
that it was many million times the 
14 and one-half poun@s per square 


‘inch pressure of the atmosphere. 


The great bomb exploded only 
100 feet above the earth here. The 
result was to make the crater soil 
temporarily radio-active. It was 
still emitting X-rays when the par- 
ty entered on Sunday. To read the 
strength of these rays, scientists 
carried what looked like camera 
boxes, each with a long, solid 
snout. 

The boxes gave readings show- 
ing the rays would not harm any- 
one remaining a short time, per- 
haps for hours. But they indicat-

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We Must Never Forget 


Continuing revelations of Japanese 
atrocities to Allied prisoners of war serve 
as constant reminders of the nature of our 
conquered foe and the enormity of the 
job of rehabilitating him. 


The official report of the Australian 
government, made public this week, of 
widespread cannibalism on the part of Jap 
troops gives new evidence of the almost 
incredible savagery of the Japanese. De- 
tailed accounts of such atrocities, despite 
the fact that they follow a sickeningly 
similar pattern, invariably seem _ too 
hideous to be true. And yet, time and 
again, they have been verified and docu- 
mented. 


Small wonder, then, that Gen. Sir 
Thomas Blamev, Australian commander in 
chief, was moved to accept surrendering 
Japa.ese forces on Morotai with bitter 
denunciation. 


“I don’t recognize vou as an honor- 
able, gallant foe,” said Blamey to the com- 
mander of the Japanese second army. “I 
recall the treacherous attack upon our ally 
in 1937. I recall the treacherous attack 
upon the British Empire and the United 
States in December, 1941, when your au- 
thorities were making a pretense of an 
enduring peace between us. I recall the

The Japanese record of savagery and 
brutality is unprecedented, in civilized 
history. 


From Nanking and Bataan have come 
authenticated eyewitness accounts of 
bloodthirsty torture which shocked and 
stunned a world inured to what it pre- 
viously had considered the most vicious 
aspects of war. 


From half a hundred prison camps 
now are coming new stories of cruelty and 
starvation, of torture and rape, of fiendish 
and inhuman practices on the living and 
dead alike. 


Remembering these things—and none 
should ever forget them—we must be pre- 
pared for a long and stringent occupation 
of the Japanese homeland. 


There can be no soft peace for a nation 
which has degenerated to the practises of 
which the Japanese are all too evidently 
guilty. 


It is the purpose of the new service cen- 
ter to bring to each veteran a personal- 
ized interest that shall assure best pos- 
sible solution of the troubles in which he 
becomes involved. 


No matter what the problem, then, the 
wisest course for all veterans is to take it 
to the Veterans’ Service Center. If they 
cannot solve it there they can, at least, 
direct the veteran to the proper authority 
and thus save him time and unnecessary 
effort. 


The broad objective of the Center is to 
make it impossible for any veteran truth- 
fully to charge he was “given the run- 
around” in Atlanta or Fulton county. If 
this objective is attained, maintenance of 
the center will be money well spent, re- 
gardless of how much it costs.

Chancellor S. V. Sanford has demon-

The selection of such a recognized au- 
thority as Hamilton to conduct a survey 
and make recommendations on the hos- 
pital’s operation seems to indicate that the 
recurring Augusta hospital squabble is 
finally in the process of solution.

England Pulls 
In on Her Belt 


Miss Patricia Frazer, of the British Ministry 
of Information, profgerly described by reporters 
chronicling her return as “chic,” is back at her 

desk in the consulate office in Atlanta. 


Miss Frazer flew back from England by clipper. Now that 
censorship is off it may be stated that all through the war the 
British operated a clipper line in and out of Baltimore. It landed 
in Newfoundland at Botwood, a smal! fishing village, and from 
there flew on to Foynes, Ireland, landing on the River Shannen, 
and from there on to Pool, England. I flew that way myself on 
the British clipper in the summer of 1943 and this is the first 
time 1 have been permitted to mention it. 

Miss Frazer comes back with stories of how England acts and 
looks after the war; and also with some of the prospects. Before 
getting to Miss Frazer’s comments, it perhaps is best to put down 
a sort of preamble. 

The English people have a state of mind which only rarely per- 
mits them to realize they are a relatively small nation, dwelling on 
an island. The legendary newspaper headline in a London paper 
during a terrific storm in the channel, reading “Siorm in Channel, 
Continent Isolated.” was a perfectly seriously headline with no 
tongue-in-the-cheek business connected with it. 

Not many of them travel. They have their ideas of this country 
from our own movies and the comments of their newspapers. The 
speeches of one of our crack-pot congressmen or senators, seeking 
a little publicity by denouncing England, is given a great play in 
the English press. It sets the average Englishman to muttering 
over his beer in the pub and the housewives chattering as they 
shop for food. 

It never occurs to him that when one of his eccentric members 
of parliament takes a swipe at Uncle’Sam that speech, too, gets a 
play all out of reason, and sets the average American to muttering. 


It also is a fact that our general standard 
of living is higher because we learned the 
Unfortunately, we have let it be adver- 
tised as something cheap and a fact to be sneered at. The facts 
are that mass production materials must be cheap—but good. The 
cheap clocks must keep good time; the cheap radios must have 
good tone and quality; the cheap refrigerators must do the job; 
the “low price field” automobile must last long and have good 
speed. The cheap cosmetics must be of kiss-proof, and so on 
England, being an island, without oil supplies, has to charge high

Its climate doesn’t really call for refrigeration as does ours, 
but heavens knows they need it. One shudders to think how much 
typhoid and so on have come out of imperfectly kept milk, meats, 
and food generally. 

For some unknown reason the civilizing beneficence of central 
heating, a simple thing really, has not yet been accepted as moral 
or fitted for English people. 

All this explains why, to the average English citizen, this coun- 
try is a fantastic, eccentric country over which one can do nothing 
but shake the head in bewilderment and incomprehension. 

The war ends. But now, selfishly late, we will bring on Miss 


Frazer, whom I recall saying this about it: 
War's End “For England the end of the war means, ironically, 
a tightening of the belt. When the English people 
saw their own petrol rations raised about one pint a week ana 
America’s removed altogether, they were astounded. When they 
saw photographs of American plants turning out refrigerators on 
an assembly line the day after they stopped making some war 
item, they were flabbergasted. (They have never had mass pro- 
duction.) 

“They are going to have to keep on standing in queues for food, 
There will be little extra clothing for some months. Elegant gen- 
tlemen with patched pants (1 believe Miss Frazer said trousers) 
will continue to be seen. 

“There is no relaxation on ration cards. Fuel is short. 

“End of lend-lease, while not a shock to informed persons, was 
a shock to the English people generally, largely because they were 


- unprepared for it. The end of the war came so much more suddenly 


than the war with Germany, which had a gradual ending. 

“But,” concludes Miss Frazer, “despite the fact that about all the 
end of the war meant to the British people in relaxing of war con- 
trols was the turning on of the lights and a slight increasé in petrol, 
the people are taking it in their customary spirit—a few grumbies 
but acceptance of the necessity of regulations.” 

No thoughtful person, no matter what his feeling about the 
British commonwealth of nations, can fail to have a high regard 
for British courage and stamina. Every generation has had some 
who saw the British as “finished.” They all have been wrong. 
So are those of today who see them as “having had it.”

One More Disease 
Can Be Eliminated 


One by one, advancing science is eliminating 
the plagues which, for long centuries, have 
wreaked toll of human death and suffering. In 

recent years discoveries of new drugs have come fast, holding forth 
the promise of that bright future when preventable disease shall 
be no more and man’s life span shall be a century or more of 
productive, useful life, free of the pains and the bewilderments 
of chronic illness. 

In the August issue of Georgia’s Health, the little free monthly 
publication of the Georgia Department of Health, is told the story 
of a new treatment for one of the crippling scourges of modern 
life, gonorrhea. 

The flat statement is made that, with the co-dperation of an 
enlightened public, gonorrhea can be completely and permanently 
wiped out. It can be made one of those diseases of the past, a 
thing to be tound only in the history books of medical science. 

Just how many cases of gonorrhea are contracted in Georgia in 
one year no man can tell. The only record is of the reported cases. 
There must be many which never are reported. But, to embroider 
the story with at least one statistic, 6,019 cases of the disease were 
reported in this state from Jan. 1 through July 28 of this year. 


New Preparation — The knockout blow against gonorrhea is 


delivered by a new preparation of which 
the active base is that miracle drug, penicillin. It is combined, for 
the new gonorrhea cure, with such odd items as peanut oil and 
beeswax. This is used as an intravenous injection. And the miracle 
is that one injection of 150,000 Oxford units—just about one large 
drop of liquid—will cure the disease. 

The story of penicillin and gonorrhea is interesting, anyway. 
Use of the drug by itself had already reduced the treatment time 
for a cure to 24 hours. This required hospitalization, however, and 
repeated injections every three hours. Penicillin, you see, is elim- 
inated from the body very rapidly and the frequent injections were 
necessary to maintain the effectiveness of the drug. 

By using the new preparation, with peanut oil and beeswax 
mixed with the drug, the penicillin is retained in the blood, at a 
high level, for several hours—long enough to complete the cure. 


This new treatment is one more blessing 
Army Development for which we have to thank the Arnfy 
Medical Corps. They were the originators and the results have 
been amply confirmed by rapid treatment centers for venereal 
disease. 

As to reaction, tests have shown no unfavorable after effects of 
the injection of. penicillin. In fact. it is stated that a well indi- 
vidual would not suffer from an injection of the new preparation 
and might even derive benefit if he had a minor infection, such

Truman's Message Significant 


President Truman’s 16,000-word address to congress reveals a 
New Dealer with a difference. The President is neither Mr, Roose- 
velt, nor is he another Harding. The message reveals the basic New 
Deal insight: the primacy of mass welfare and the duty of the 
government to provide means for cushioning major economic shocks 
and dislocations. President Truman also shows himself sensitive to 
the chief challenge of the postwar period, which is to maintain in 
and for peace something approaching or surpassing the unexampled 
mass prosperity which came, ironically enough, through wat. 

It is in the New Deal tradition to reject the attitude of mind 
that a “sound” economy is possible only through the conjunction 
of individual businessmen’s judgments in relation to their own 
specific incentives and needs, and that this alone is the way to 
full employment. This view is universally rejected in the modern 
world, It treats as an economic “law” something that is not a law 
at all, but only a habit. 

There is no doubt that much of business—not, by any means, 
all of it—is still restorationist, longing for “normalcy.” But what- 
ever government was in office would have to respond to irresistible 
social pressures. That is why the cry from some quarters that the 
President is “looking forward to the 1946 elections” is off the point. 
I presume he is; but the test will be American prosperity Mr. 
Truman’s success as a politician will be dependent on his success 
aS a statesman, and so far he is doing very well indeed—some- 
times, I think, better than he knows. 


: He has done, for instance, extraordinarily 
Japanese Policy well in his Japanese policy. From the ranks 
of his supporters came a clamor for deposing the Emperor and 
“reforming” the Japanese social system. With the common sense 
of knowing the limitations of one’s own power, the President did 
not give ear to these clamors. The entrance of Russia into the Far 
Eastern war and the atomic bomb were both decisive for victory. 
The war might, nevertheless, have been dragged out for weeks 
more without political statesmanship. Even the atomic bomb was 
beginning to ricochet as a large section of public opinion viewed its 
use with grave disquietude. P 
Democratic social changes cannot be imposed by conquering 
armies. Some forms of society can be spread and enforced by the 
sword, but not democracy. There is no record of any people naving 
been democratized bv foreign military governments. These things 
should be self-evident, but obviously are not. Yet, in the Japanese 
settlement, they are recognized by both the President and Gen. 
MacArthur, and that recognition will do more to liberalize Japan 
than the propositions of the “liberals” would have done, had they 
been accepted. . 


: : At home the President's New Deal- 
Practical New Dealism ism 1s practical rather than ideolog- 
ical. He recognizes a vast opinion that the New Deal was fine in 
aim, but often very faulty in method. His message shows every 
disposition, first, to restore the prestige and responsibility of «on- 
gress in order to bring about greater unity in all branches of gov- 
ernment: and, second, to bridge the schism that, regardless of the 
causes, did exist continually, before the war, between business and 
government. 

President Truman is seeking to establish postwar prosperity 
through the proper and harmonious use of our-economic opportu- 
nities. He recognizes that the problem is one of co-ordinating 
various interests; ana although he wants to gear them in the direc- 
tion of the general welfare and full employment, he sees his task 
as that of co-ordinator and reconciler. He takes a stand in behalf 
of a goal without taking sides among the various interests or at- 
tempting to regiment them all by a series of “musts.” 

Some labor leaders are disappointed that he did not demand a 
fixed minimum wage rate of, say, 75 cents per hour. But he is 
not spelling out specific legislation; that is the business of congress 
and he intends that congress Shall] attend to its own business, under 
a general over-all policy and objective. 

The message shows consideration of the various interests and 
concessions to all of them. Business is to be aided by tax re- 
ductions: accelerations of contract settlement, to put it in funds and 
liquidate claims against the government; improvement of the ma- 
chinery governing the disposal of surplus property. Labor is to 
be aided by generous unemployment benefits to ease the transition 
from war work to peace employment and by high wage policy. 

In short, President Truman's New Deal is less intellectualized, 
more homely, and I venture to guess, will turn out to be more prac- 
tical and better planned. His great predecessor has given him a 
direction, but he has not taken any blueprints.

| The Columbus Enquirer is inclined to believe Arnall should 
accept the reported Washington appointment. While the Enquirer 
backed the move to draft Arnall for a second term, it says it be- 
lieves further efforts in that direction now would be a mistake. 
It had been hoped by many Georgians that Mr. Arnall would be 
allowed to run again, not only because he has made a brilliant 
record as chief executive, but because politicians like Eugene Tal- 
madge and Ed Rivers would have little chance to get control of 
the state government with Arnall in the race, the Enquirer said. 
“It seems now, however, that a campaign with Arnall on the side- 
lines is inevitable in 1946, and, with his job largely accomplished 
in Atlanta, there can be no real objection to his accepting, the 
federal appointment,” the paper concluded.
